4. Claims 1-6 and 8 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose alone or in combination the claimed invention of 
an electronic camera with a first adjustment means for adjusting an exposure time period of the 
camera on the basis of a first part image signal belonging to a first part area assigned to a 
center of a screen and a second adjustment means for adjusting an aperture amount of an 
aperture member on the basis of a second part image signal belonging to a second part area 
assigned to an end of the screen. An exposure control method which is executed by an 
electronic camera with a step of first adjusting the exposure time period of the center of the 
screen in response to a first part image signal and a second step of adjusting an aperture amount 
of the end of the screen in response to a second part image signal.
